an appointed member placed on the consent agenda.
3. Centennial Plaza update

Seabolt mentioned that we should assemble a joint meeting discussion in late January
between the PARB and the City Arts Advisory Council (CAAC). The group agreed that
Charisse Deschenes should send out ideas from the City Arts Advisory Council (CAAC) that
Ross Brown brought to the meeting. Deschenes said that David Garlington and Barry
Berezowsky assured Staff that the area was restored to an environmentally sound state
before it was acquired by City.

Patricia Knapp asked if there were limitations to the project. Jason Loihle said that the PARB
and the CAAC should recognize and consider how the site it is currently used. Deschenes
said that it would be wise to consider temporary park uses as we might develop or sell the lot
someday.

4. Park Host Update

Loihle provided copies of the Park Host changes. Minor editing needed. It will be sent to the
City Attorney for review in the next month.

Loihle said if there are major revisions to let us know. Loihle will send an electronic copy to
the PARB for review.

Seabolt asked about the spray for geese. The grapeseed isn’t working. Parks Staff acquired
a new noise to keep the geese away.

Knapp said that there might be lost dogs and maybe give a process for that.

Loihle said that this is the second draft and we are anticipating taking it to the City Council at
the 2" meeting of the month.

Bill Wrobel said you might get an outside attorney to review because a host might not sign it
if it is presented in certain formats.

Lake said that there are a few things that repeat in the document.

5. Draft Park Master Plan and Impact Fees RFP

Wrobel, Seabolt and Brown have agreed to review the content of the RFP with Deschenes.
6. New Item Added — Questions About Process and Ask

Bill Biery added an item to the agenda. He said he would like a process for reaching out to

and replying to the different constituent groups as they reach out to the PARB. He asked if

there is a formal process. Where does it go? He asked if the PARB ever made

recommendation to the City Council based on the comments or input from the public?

Bob Lake brings comments to the City Council.

Staff can do something more formal and report back to the PARB on they followed up with
those making public comment. Staff agreed to email the Council.

Sprocket Park was reviewed and the PARB is not interested in acquiring the land.
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Wrobel made a motion that the PARB would not recommend to the City Council purchasing
the land but if the owner of record wanted to donate it to the City that the PARB would
recommend that the City accept it. 2" by Knapp Motion passes 4-0.

Seabolt said that people give presentations often but it is hard to respond when people are
not prepared. She said for instance the Pickleball group attended in droves the PARB
meetings. What we do for one, we have to do for all. That is what came to the PARB.

Staff should close the loop with the PARB when public comment is given.
